` The news this month is about the Everglades 
farming community's progress in cleaning our 
farm run-off. Last week, the South Florida 
Water Management District released its annual 
study of phosphorus levels in farm water flow- 
ing into the Everglades. You may have seen-the 
Headlines across the state: for the second year 
in a row, Florida sugar farmers have achieved 
phosphorus reduction levels that are more than 
double the target’ set under the Everglades For- 
eyer Act. 

According to the report, phosphorus levels in 


farm water run-off were down 53 percent. Farm- 
ers have moved forward so fast that we are now 
running nearly 10 years ahead of schedule. 

- In fact, one private research firm has found 
that phosphorus concentrations in water leaving 
the Everglades Agricultural Area are now lower 
than water entering it from Lake Okeechobée. 
Government data shows that over 97 percent of 
the Everglades Protection Area - including 
Everglades National Park and Loxahatchee 
National Wildlife Refuge - already has achieved 
the phosphorus targets for 2003. 

These achievements are the result of an inten 
sive program to develop new tecliniques for 
phosphorus removal and move»them fast from 
research station to farm field. The results: 
faster Everglades cleanup and lower costs to 
everyone for future restoration efforts. 

I want you to know that US. Sugar is-commit- 
ted to developing new and more efficient ways 
to do our part in restoring the Everglades.

Their 
senses, primarily the sense of smell and sight, 
are legendary. To get one in bow range, géneral- 
ly thirty yards or less, you have to know your

lows the trade winds to the 
Caribbean and, in some cases, 
as far west as Florida. 
Scientists at the University of 
Miami are concerned these 
African dust storms may pro- 
duce air pollution à problems for

While nothing like that 
has occurred hére in florida, 
Prospero and Savoie say it is 
only a matter of time until 
African dust creates: atmos- 
pheric headaches in Florida.

Gator hunting season 
starts this week | 


September is alligator hunt- 
ing season in Florida, when 
728 licensed hunters test their 
skills against the big reptile at 
34 sites throughout the state. 

This will mark the 10th hunt 

‘since the first modern, 
statewide gator season was 
held іп! 1988, said Lt. Jim 
Huffstodt, Everglades public 
information coordinator for the 
Florida Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission (СЕС). 

The 1997 hunters were 
selected by random computer 
draw from 13,810 applicants. 

Hunters were assigned one 

“of the two phases. The first 

phase is scheduled Sept. 1-15. 
The second phase is Sept. 16- 
30, according to Huffstodt. 

Each hunter can take up to 
five alligators. Firearms are 
forbidden. Gators may be legal- 
ly taken with snatch hooks, 
snares, gigs, or harpoons. Bow- 
and-arrows ог eressbows may 


only be used if the projectile is 
attached to a restraining line. 
Bang sticks can only be used to 


, dispatch captured gators. 


Other rules include: 

* Ohly-non-hatchling gators 
measuring greater than 18- 
inches in length may be taken. 

* Phase two will begin. a 
half-hour before sunset, Sept. 
16, and conclude at midnight, 
Sept. 30. 

* Licensed gator trappers 
cannot give their license to oth- 
er individuals, and must be 
present in the boat when the 
gator is taken. 

* Hunters must have a valid 
1997 gator hunting 
license.Tthe cost is $250 for 
state residents and $1,000 for 
out of state.

Silhouetted against a sub- 
dued sunset. of complimentary 
earth tones, David and Kath- 
leen carefully ease their canoe 
into the beckoffing brown 
water of Lake Okeechobee. 
Their pace is purposeful, yet 
relaxed, as they head into the 
evening twilight. On the Port 
Mayaca shoreline their ‘spous- 
es-hold vigilant observance to 
their departure, each con- 
sumed with personal thoughts 
and feelings.
